“CQ CQ DX. This is P5AA listening up five.” 


This was a well-publicized operation, sporting a Kilowatt out and a beam pointed stateside. He’s 20 over 
on the West Coast, Q5 in the East. 


A JA calls and completes the exchange. Next a USA “left coaster” gets through. The DXeris in his 
shack thumbing through Martti Laine’s “Where Do We Go Next?” when he glances over at the computer 
just as a line scrolls across the screen. The “spot” has hit the packet cluster and the internet faster than 
you can say: “QSL route?” The frequency is instant bedlam. The DXer rushes to hit the amplifier switch 
with one hand while the other grabs the rotator control. 


The policemen quickly show up on the DX frequency. A rare few of them even have the good sense to 
transmit onlywhen the DX isn't. 


P5AA: “OK guys. Spread out. Listening up five and ten. PSAA QRZed.” 


Those five KHz become wall-to-wall noise. The P5 picks out a call. Another Q is logged. The deserving 
tune frantically to find the last spot. There seems to be no pattern. But The DXer realizes that the P5 is 
alternating between the two frequencies five and ten up and not those in between. “He said five and ten, 
not five to ten. Aha!” 


P5AA: “Listening up five and fifteen. QRZed.” 

A policeman on the DX frequency, in response to the inevitable wrong VFO key press: “Up, Up, Up! Five 
to fifteen, Lid!” (“Five to fifteen” ? So much for the self-styled policeman’s listening skills not to mention 
the QRM from his lousy timing and lengthy diatribe.) 

The DXer splits up fifteen. He calls. No joy. A quick check at five up. P5AA is running Qs in rapid suc- 
cession. The DXer tries there. No luck. Too late. Too many “guns” already calling. He punches the up 
fifteen frequency already in memory. There’s the last Q. He’s got the pattern. 

P5AA: “QRZed listening up five to fifteen.” 


The DXer puzzles: “What? ‘To’? Must be a ploy to thin the herd from where he’s really listening. I'll just 
sit at fifteen up and wait ‘til he comes around.” 


Alas, The DXer isn’t the only one to have devised this strategy. The competition is fierce. At least it’s 
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better than The Lazy DXer, poor chump, who picks a frequency right in the middle of the range and calls 
non-stop, hoping sooner or later that he’ll get through as the P5 tunes randomly. He’s clueless as to the 
P5’s listening pattern. 


P5AA: “The station ending Echo. Again please.” 
Up fifteen: “ Alpha...Zulu...Charlie...Saooouth American Station........ 
P5AA: “I said the station ending Echo, only.”

P5AA: “That’s what | thought. You guys fail the alphabet test in elementary school?..... The six station 
ending Echo only. Again please.” 


Up fifteen: “Whiskey Baker Six Radio Sugar Echo” 

P5AA: “Whiskey Baker Six Radio Sugar Echo, five and nine.” 
Up fifteen: “Five and nine. Thanks!” 

P5AA: “QSL. QRZed. Up.” 

Up fifteen: All hell breaks loose.

This accelerated griping facility is 
just the latest step in a long series 
of improvements to the griping 
process. In early days gripes had 
to be delivered in person at a club 
meeting or typed and mailed. 
TYPED! Oh, the inhumanity! Over 
the years, griping technology has 
improved dramatically from on-the- 
air transmissions, to packet BBS, 
to individual emails, and finally to 
today's state-of-the-art, reflector- 
based griping in which a single 
gripe can today be transmitted 
worldwide in a matter of seconds. 


What next for the Amateur Griper 
Extra-Class? Of course, we are 
just seeing the early days of pre- 
emptive griping, so it's a little hard 
to tell where this might lead. Antici- 
patory griping can't be far behind. 
Applying reverse-Bayesian statis- 
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gripes, or "gram". Such gripes 
would be called "gram-grams." 
It is undecided at this time 
what the process for certifying 
whether such a gripe would 
"count," although Gripe Control 
Stations (GCS) could be es- 
tablished to rule quickly, giving 
gripers the coveted confirma- 
tion of, "That's a Good One!" 
No word on what the gripe 
submission process to a GCS 
would consist of. 


One might also consider the 
quantum mechanical implica- 
tions of the "virtual gripe", 
where no actual gripe need be 
transmitted, but would be con- 
sidered to be a latent compo- 
nent subunit of any QSL - the 
anti-QSL! By studying the 
high-temperature collisions of 
QSLs and anti-QSLs produced 
in flame wars, DXologists hope 
to learn more about the under- 
lying structure of both, thought 
to be composed of "quirks". 
Theory predicts several varie- 
ties of quirks; Big Gun, Little 
Pistol, Phone, CW, Strange, 
and Colorful. DX QSL manag- 
ers have reported on these 
events for years, so there is an
